Despite the war, the “dahlia bug”’’ is flourishing. Of course, this does not 
refer to the insect, but to the human dahlia bug, who has continued to mul- 
tiply notwithstanding world conditions. 


Before the armistice was announced, many a dahlia lover, called to serve 
his country, has told us on giving his order for bulbs: “I do not expect to 
see them bloom, but the women folks must have flowers to cheer them in my 
absence.” 


And to you, who have hesitated, let us advise you not to forget to keep 
the home gardens srowing as well as the home fires burning to greet the 
heroes on their return. 


There is no flower like the dahlia. Its season of blooming is longer than 
any of its rivals, and at a time of the year when other garden blooms have 
faded. No other flower has such a wealth of color, such a variety of form: 
nor does any other plant, if given a. little care, reward the gardener with 
such a bountiful harvest of blossoms. 


The best dahlias in the world today are originated in California; none 
egual them in size or color. Holland must take a back seat, for the Dutch 
stock last year was very inferior to the home products. 


Prizes? Oh, yes; as usual we won more prizes last season than any 
other grower, although we exhibited only in the Palace Hotel show, which 
was given by the Dahlia Society of California. Sixteen awards for seventeen 
entries were our share. Also we received an overwhelming vote of commen- 
dation as growers of the most popular dahlia—the “Osam Shudow.” 


The splendid ‘Jane Selby” again won for us the society’s Gold Medal for 
the best fifty blooms, and we had the honor, for the second time, of receiving 
Mrs. Samuel H. YTaft’s prize. Last year it was a lovely Rookwood vase, 
Siven for the best six blooms of an unnamed seedling, the winner to be 
named—“Mabel B. Taft.” 


Another award was the pretty silver cup offered by William Hill for the 
best twelve decorative blooms. Also there were medals awarded to us for 
other “firsts.” 


Our chief joy was in the tremendous vote given for our dahlia the Osam 
Shudow. It evinced the public’s appreciation of a dahlia student who gave 
freely of his wide knowledge of the flower to all dahlia srowers, both ama- 
teur and professional. Mr. Shudow was connected with this farm from its 
inception until his untimely death last June, and we take this opportunity 
to pay tribute to his genius, which did much to make a little beginning 
develop into a successful dahlia business.

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ACK BEAUTY (Bessie Boston)—Dark dahlias are scarce an 7 er Se 
a ie ways a demand for them. So we were delighted when we discover ed 
this peony among our seedlings several years ago. It is the DigAest 
and blackest peony we have ever seen. The stems are long and 
stiff and the flowers immense. There is nothing like it and it well 
deserves its name. One of its best qualities is its freedom in blooim- 
ing. Roots, $1.50. 
JESSIE M. WILLIAMS (Bessie Boston)—A beautiful, soft dove color suffused 
afte with lilac rose. The flower is very large and fluffy and a delight to 
the eye. Its excellent stem combined with lasting qualities make it a 
valuable cut flower variety. Some dahlias seem to. love to bloom and 
this is one of that variety. Stock limited. Roots, $1.50. 
xAMY LADY (Bessie Boston)—Is an uncommon beauty and difficult to de- 
scribe. An unusual red somewhat of the shade of a sun-ripened 
tomato with a faint cerise suffusion and slightly tipped gold. Its 
formation is of the best and its stem is as rigid as a cane. Its blooms 
are immense and profuse. Roots, $1.50. 


wNIAGARA (Bessie Boston)—This dahlia has been described as the exact 
shade of old Genoese velvet; anyway it is a lovely, odd shade of 
red. But its great charm is its unique formation. The tiny, curling 
petals are so numerous as often to completely hide the yellow cen- 
ter. It bears a wealth of big blooms on splendid, upright stems 
throughout the entire season. Roots, $1.50.

*¥AGNES BOSTON (Bessie Boston)—The largest peony in existence and despite 
its immense size, the stem is very fair. The coloring and shape of 
this incomparable flower would make it a winner anywhere. Purple is 
dificult to obtain and “Agnes Boston” is a royal purple shading to 
white. The petals are long and curling and the tiny center petals 
are so numerous and twisted that often the yellow center is com- 
pletely hidden. The plant grows tall and the blossoms were as good 
late in the season as early. Stock limited. Roots, $3.50. Plants in 
May, $2.60. 

ATTRACTION—The blossoms are bold and large but not coarse. A distinet 
and charming character is obtained without stiffness and formality. 
The color is bright rose pink and the stems are long and straight. 75e. 

AURORE—An apricot pink, free flowering and excellent stem. New, 75e. 

BERTHA VON SUTTNER (Hornsveld)—A splendid big bloom of ereamy pinis, 
Not a new dahlia but a standard which no garden can be without.

*EDITH WOOSTER (Bessie Boston)—There is something most appealing to 
the eye in this beautiful, large dahlia. The coloring is unique and 
described by one artist as having the tea rose blend of red and yel- 
low. The yellow is so suffused and overlaid with sunset red that it 
would take an artist to write an adequate description of its beauty, 
so we are merely going to say, it is a remarkable free bloomer with 
excellent habit. $2.50. 


*x ELSA (Lohrmann)—The best white peony in existence. A Californian which 
every grower admires as it is good for all purposes. No exhibition 
table is seen without it. The large well-formed blossom blooms freely 
on fine stem. 50c. 


FRAULEIN BUDDE—The upright stem of this peony combined with its pur- 
ple color make it good for cutting and exhibition. 35e. 


GEISHA (Hornsveld)—The most popular of all dahlias. This is the dahlia 
which made the peony famous, a stunning mixture of scariet and 
gold. Good for any purposes and always in demand as a cut flower.

GLORY OF NYKIRK—Nothing better in its color, a soft mulberry purple. The 
stem is always long and upright. S5e. 


GOLIATH—The best scarlet peony.as it does not burn in the hot sunshine.

*LIAL CURTIS (Bessie Boston)—A favorite with us because of its splendia 
stem, and its lovely shading of old rose and salmon. It is the best 
type of peony with a center nearly hidden with clusters of tiny petals.

MEYERBEER (Nonin)—A dahlia where the demand is always greater than 
the supply. Everybody who sees it wants it. It is an immense 
bloom of a fascinating purple and grows on rigid stems. No garden 
or exhibition table is a success without it. ‘The formation is unex- 
celled, and it blooms freely all season. The best of the famous 
French peonies. T75e. 

*MIGNON (Lohrmann)—Narrow pointed petals of delicate lilac, or mauve, 
shading to a light center. The flower is large size and a pleasure to 
grow because of its stem and the masses of blooms produced. 75e. 


MME. COISSARD (Vor.-Charmet)—A pure cerise shading to white at the cen- 
ter. Late in the seasonsit is shaded white and cerise, but is always 
a beautiful blossom. As it is a dwarf grower, and a profuse bloomer; 
it makes a charming bedding variety. 35e. 

MMR. VARD (Charmet)—A brilliant currant color shading to yellow at the 
center. One of the most stunning peonies and always in demand be- 
cause of its unique coloring and good stems. A French novelty of 
good type.

One of our biggest sellers, Habit 
exceptional, flowering early and constant, stem long and stiff, making 
it excellent for cutting and an ornament in the garden. $1.00. 

MRS. WARNAAR (Hornsveld)—Classed by a few as_a hybrid cactus, but is 
really a peony with coarse cactus petals. The color with us is a 
faint flesh pink. Blooms freely on fine stems. T5e. 

*KNATALICC MAI (Bessie Boston)—A blossom so unusual in coloring that it is 
quite impossible to do it justice in description. A deep burgundy 
with maroon suffusion shading to a creamy pink at the edge. This 
is a very large flower with a cluster of tiny petals around the cen-

*PEARL DELGER (Bessie Boston)—The difficulty in obtaining new color in 
dahlias is becoming greater every year, but this variety is entirely 
unique in this respect, being best described as plum. ‘he flower is 
very large and beautifully formed, and is a gem for exhibition and 
garden as the bushes are loaded with blooms.

An immense bouquet of Jane 
Selby was the principal attraction at the Palace Hotel Show in 1918 
and won for us the Dahlia Society’s gold medal for the best fifty 
blooms. In the artistic catalogue just issued by the famous Rook- 
wood Pottery Company of Cincinnati, O., a vase of this favorite is 
pictured with the title ‘Jane Selby visiting at Rookwood. Mrs. Taft.” 
,At the Palace Hotel Show, 1917, the keenest contest was for the 
magnificent trophy cup donated by Mrs. Samuel H. Taft, of Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, for the best twelve Californians of one variety shown on 
their stem. We captured this cup with Jane Selby. At the St. Fran- 
cis Hotel Dahlia Show in 1917, Jane Selby took the gold medal for 
the best fifty. The blossom is as large as any dahlia grown, a deli- 
cate mauve pink of great substance and beautiful formation. The 
stem is wonderful, long and stiff, and the flower grows well above 
the foliage. It is a cut flower par excellence as it has marvelous 
lasting qualities. $1.50.

HOW TO KEEP CUT BLOOMS OF DAHLIAS 


Burn the tips of the stems on a gas stove or put the stems of the flowers 
in a pitcher containing three inches of boiling water and leave there fifteen 
minutes. Remove and put the stems in a vase of fresh water. Dahlias, to 
last, should be arranged in a tall, deep vase, not in a shallow bowl. Some 
people cut a small piece off the stems every day, burn, and put in fresh water, 
and their flowers last over a week. 
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
